Request From Security 


TRW Security Department has asked that all club members be reminded of regulations 
concerning contact with Iron Curtain countries. As amateurs, we are free to 
communicate by radio with other amateurs all over the world and exchange QSL cards. 
The Security Department recognizes this as our privilege as permitted by FCC Rules 
and Regulations and the numerous international agreements. But, realize that your 
name, address and association with TRW makes you a possible source of sensitive 
information. You might receive a request from behind the Iron Curtain for techni- 
cal information, published or otherwise. Security asks that in the event you 
receive a request for technical information from a foreign or strange place, do not, 
repeat, DO NOT answer that request. Instead, turn the request over to Jack Wilmoth 
Security Department, R5/B175. Jack will dispose of the request in the appropriate 
manner. 


Remember, this does not inhibit you from making any normal amateur radio contact 
with any other amateur under existing FCC and international rules and agreements. 
But you are asked to handle any requests for information, harmless as they may 
appear, by turning them over to Security. 
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Field Day Worked-All-States 


We have mailed 125 QSL cards to stations worked during 1969 field day. So far, we 
have received QSL's back confirming 31 states. Hope to confirm the remaining states 
so we can apply for the WAS certificate for W6VB/6 for Field Day 1969. 


Apollo 13
